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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art references of record, singly or combined, teaches or suggests a crosslinked 
resin particles comprising the specific copolymerized monomers, the specific surfactant 
and the specific average particle diameter as claimed. As shown In the specification, 
resin particles that fall to meet all three requirements: (1) particle diameter from 1 to 10 
^m, (2) monomer components containing a carboxyl group and (3) surfactant 
comprising sulfonic-acid or sulfonate group show inferior smoothness, dry feeling and/or 
durability. Resin particles whose particle diameter Is outside the claimed range show 
inferior smoothness, feeling and/or durability (see comparative examples 1 and 2, and 
table 1 ); resins particles where carboxyl group is not present in the monomer 
components show inferior smoothness, feeling and durability (see comparative example 

3. Table 1); and resin particles comprising surfactant that does not contain a sulfonlc- 
acid or a sulfonate group show inferior smoothness, dry felling and durability (see 
comparative examples 4 and 5, and Table 1 ).
